We now have a ( ertificate of Title law passed by the 
Legislature whereby an owner of an automobile must 
have a Certificate of Title on .some before he can 
register such vehicle for the year 1942, therefore before 
a person can-register his car for next year he must 
have this ( ertificate of Title and it will be very deeplv 
appreciated by the Tax Collector’s Office if such car 
owners wll secure these titles now'. 


In order to secure a (ertificate of Title on an auto­ 
mobile the owner is required to establish ownership 
of same before October 1st, 1939, therefore it will be 
necessary to have your old bill of sale showing the 
vehicle was purchased before October 19.39, or an 
affidavit made by the owner showing ownership before 
October 1939, date of purchase and if there are any 
liens against same, in cases where there are liens 
against automobiles the law requires such lien to be 
shown in the Certificate of Title. 


If the owners of automobiles will co-operate with this 
office in this matter and get these titles before regis­ 
tering time we can save the tax payers money by not 
having to put on extra help. It is our intention to 
save the tax payer every dollar we can and at the 
same time render efficient and courteous service in 
all departments.
